But it was also expected that China's official cooperation 

would bring matters to a head with some despatch. This has not 

been the case. Yet the present imperial government is noted for its 

swift and determined manner in dealing with a number of domestic 
problems. 

As the negotiations go on without definite result, it is noticed 
that the question of Germany's and [England's relations with this 
country, although apparently extraneous to the issue, is drawn into 
the controversy. There is an indication that the rivalry between 
German and I.nglish interests, which had been assuaged just before 
the United States put forward its claim, has been reopened thereby 
on another plane. Charges and countercharges, claims and counter- 
claims, have characterized the latter part of the negotiations, until 
the relative degree of trust and friendship between lIengland, Ger- 
many and America seems to have become the point at issue. Had 
the combined Ivnglish, German and French financial interests from 
the start presented a solid front, it is likely that their opposition 


would long ago have been broken down by the united American # 


and Chinese efforts. As it was, the whole situs ition became strangely 
involved as soon as the first furry was past, and the scope of the 
controversy now appears widened to the general question of foreign 
influence in the Chinese empire. 

One of the latest developments in China appears to be the down- 
fall of a Germanophile railroad director. The railroad in question 
is not connected with the Hankow-Szechuen project, but the event 
is characteristic of the ever widening circles of the loan question. 
And while W. D. Straight, the representative of the American inter- 
ests, leaves London for Berlin to continue his negotiations, the 
Chinese central government ts pressing for a settlement by threat- 
ening to remodel “the whole agreement.

unbroken wilderness, is indicative of the wonderful’strides made in 
populating the vast plains that constitute so much of northwestern 
Canada. .\t the present writing there are altogether some 6000 
miles of railroad building or built west of Winnipeg and this hes 
not only through a country of great agricultural promise, but through 
sections where mineral wealth abounds. 

The new Grand Trunk Pacific, we are told, is constantly putting 
into Operation miles of finished road, on which the rails have been 
lail by gigantic machines, operated by steam and pushing the track 
forward at a rate of speed that fills the ordinary observer with aston- 
ishment. 

The city of Edmonton, in Alberta, has already become a rail- 
road center of no mean importance, as trom this point west to the 
Pacific the new road establishes a path to the projected city of Prince 
Rupert, a few miles south of Alaska. Established on the side of a 
hill sloping up from a splendid harbor at a point some 500 miles north 
of Vancouver, this latter city 1s destined to become a great shipping 
point. Eventually a branch road is expected from here to Dawson 
City, opening the Klondike region to rail service. 

\With some degree of truth it has been said that while in a 
constructive ‘sense the nineteenth century belonged to the United 
States, the twentieth century is to be appropriated in the same way 
to the upbuilding of Canada. With practically unlimited water- 
power waiting to be converted into clectriglil to furnish energy to 
railroads and other industrial projects in this new land, many 
problems will be solved. The recent reference in these columns to 
the projected road, by means of which grain will be delivered to 
Iturope on steamships from Hudson bay, indicates but a small part 
of the activity mapped out for the road-builders of Canada. It 
is inevitable that the main lines now being run will soon be spurred 
on all sides by branch lines reaching into districts even more remote.
